THE OCEAN'S GRAVEYARD.

THE SARGASHO SEA, THE CENTER
OF ATLANTIO CURRENTS.

An Immense Aron of Water Which s
Coverecd With Floating Wreoks
and Other Sirange Objects,

OR severnl years past the Hydro.
graphic Buresu nt Waslungton
has been trying to nmequire o
more (ntimate knowledge ol the
movements of the watars of the ooesn
and s great number of bottles, contain.
ing mesanges and securely corked, have
been dropped overboard by vossels.
Miny of theso have Hoated thousands of
miles before they were picked up, and,
while some were washed upon native and
foreign shores, others have fouad their
way into the groat Sargnwo Ses, From
the courses tuken by thew different bot-
ties it has been found that the ocean
currents move sround in oa vast clrele,
Those which were dropped overbosrd
on the American coust ook a northerly
course, while thows on the European side
floated toward the wouth, Bottles
dropped overbonrd in the North Atlan.
tic started toward the oortheast, and
those from the African and Spanish
corst fAoated almost dircetly west until
they reached the West Indin Islande,
The general directions of the currents
wera thus ascertained, showing that the
waters acted upon by winds and cur-
rents circulated rouand and round like a
pool.

In all poals flonting o'fjects are quickly
cast outside of the revolving currents,
or they nte carrled with them in their
elreular route for some time, uotil they
are washed nearer the centre or side of
the pool. The botties that were forced
oulside of the ourrents of the ozesn
were cust upon the shores of some coun.
try, but those which were worked
toward the centre eventually founid their
way in the calm waters of the Sargasso
Sea. Here they remain pesoefully until
picked up by some vessel, or until some
storm casts them buok into the great
pool.

Vessels vory rarely visit the great sea
in the middle of the ocean, but pecusicn.
ally they are driven there by storms or
adverse winds, Strange sights meot the
raze of the sailors at such times. Won-

erful stories—partly true sud partly
false—have bLeen told by sailors return.
ing from u forced trip to the vast Sar.
gusso Ses.  The surface of the sea is
covered with flonting wrecks, spars, sea.
weed boxes, fruits, and a thousaud other
innumerable articles, It is the great re.
pository or storeliouse of the ocean, and
all things which do not sink to the bot-
tom or ure not washed upon the shores
are earried to this centre of the sea.
When one considers the vast number of
wrecks on the ocean, aud the quantity
of floating materin! that 1s thrown over-
board, a faint idea of the wrecknge in
the Bargnsso Sen may bie conoeived,

Derelicts, or abandoned vessels, fre-
quently disappesr in mysterious ways,
and no sccounts are given of them for
years by pussing vessels, Then suddenly,
years later, they appesar again in some
well-traveled route to the wstonishment
of all. The wrecks are covered with
mould and green elime, showing the
long, lonesome voyage which they have
passed through. It is geuerally sup.
posed that such derelicts have been swept
into the centre of the pool and remained
in the Bargasso Sea until fiually cast out
by some unusually violent storm.

The life in this sea is interosting, Sol
Itary and alone the acres of wators, cov.
ered with the debris, stretch out ns the
vast graveyard of the coean, seldom

- being visited by vessels or human belngs,

Far from all trading routes of vessels,
the sight of & sall or steam vessel is
something unusunl. 'The fshes of the
sea form the cliel 1fe of these watery soli-
tudes, Atteacted by the vist quuantities
of wreckage flonting in the sea, and also
by the gulfweed on which many of them
livo, they swarm around lu grest nume
bers. Thoe smaller fishes live in the in-
tricste avenues formed by the serweed,
and the more ferociouns denizens of the
deop come hither to feed upon the quan-
tities of small fish. Inthis way the subs-
maurine life of the Sergassc Sea is mude
interestiog and lively.

The only life overhead s that made
by a few sea birds, which veecwsiounlly
resch the solitades of this mid-veran
cemetery. A few of the long flyers of
the alr peoetrate to the vury middie of
the ccoan, but it is very rarely that this
occurs, Someo have been known to
follow wessels across the ceocan,
keeping st a  respectful  distanes
froom the stern. Other birds have
breen swept out to mea by storms, and
have Onally sought reluge o the Sar.
paaso Sea, Still others, taking rdfuge on
somo derelict, have hees gradually car-
ried to the satwe midocenn scene. There
i# sufficient food ﬂ(h.t(}l},ﬂ! ou tho surface,
or to be obtajoed from the fishes which
live nmouy the forests of seawced, to
support a large colony of birds, It is
surmised that maoy of those found in the
sen  have lobabited thowe regions for
yeurs, purtly from choioe, und partly
from necessty, Birds swept oul thore
by storms would not care to venture the
long return trip to land, nod tinding an
abundaoee of food and wrecks ou whicl
to rest sud rear their young, they might
easily begoine content with their struoge
lot, Just bhow far the stroug-wioged
sen birds onn fly without resting is all
conjectural, but it s doubtful i many
of them would undertake such a4 loog
journey ssaward with no bettor prospects
shead than dreary wostes of water.—
Detroit Free Pross.
